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THE  REVOLUTION  IN  COINAGE  DESIGN  UNDER  HENRY  VII

Silver  groat  of  Henry  VII 


Henry  VIPs  policy  of  reforming  and  modernising  English  coin  types  to  bring  them  more  in 
line  with  those  being  produced  in  Europe  may  also  be  traced  in  the  modified  portrayal  of  St. 
Michael  which  was  first  used  on  the  angels  and  the  escallop  mintmark  which  dates  from 
c.  1493-4.  Since  1465  the  figure  of  St.  Michael  on  the  angels  had  been  of  a  stylised  angular 
form  and  had  a  curious  feathery  appearance.  On  the  angels  of  c.  1493-4  this  rather 
unrealistic  design  was  greatly  improved.  St.  Michael’s  wings  began  much  lower  down  his 
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body  and  he  was  no  longer  covered  in  feathers  but  apparently  clothed  in  chain  mail.2'  The 
saint  stood  with  both  feet,  instead  of  only  one  as  on  earlier  coins,  on  the  vanquished  monster 
which  was  now  of  semi-human,  semi-serpentine  shape,  with  arms  rather  than  forepaws  and  a 
long  tail.  On  previous  issues  the  monster  looked  rather  like  a  crocodile.4d  The  half  angel  was 
subsequently  modified  in  the  same  way. 

The  Renaissance  style  of  these  new  angels  may  well  be  connected  with  the  appointment  in 
1494  of  Alexander  of  Brugsal  as  graver  to  the  mint,4e  since  the  earliest  coins  bearing  this  new 
design  date  from  about  this  time.  Alexander  of  Brugsal  has  also  been  associated  with  a 
modified  version  of  the  sovereign.  Shortly  after  the  sovereign  and  ryals  were  issued,  which 
showed  the  King  wearing  an  arched  or  closed  crown,  a  similar  crown  began  to  appear  on  the 
silver  issues.  That  the  earliest  silver  coins  with  the  imperial  crown  were  not  contemporary 
with  the  earliest  sovereign  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  the  cross  fitchee  mint  mark  which  was 
used  on  the  earliest  sovereigns  is  only  found  on  silver  coins  with  the  open  crown4g  Conse¬ 
quently,  the  imperial  crown  cannot  have  been  adopted  on  the  silver  until  after  the  cross 
fitchee  mintmark  had  become  obsolete.  The  earliest  groats  with  the  imperial  crown  had  a 
reverse  type  in  which  the  twelve  pellets  in  the  centre  of  the  reverse  were  replaced  by  a 
portcullis,  but  this  issue  was  small  and  seems  to  have  been  of  an  experimental  nature.4*1  The 
portcullis  was  a  badge  which  the  King  was  entitled  to  use  by  virtue  of  his  descent  from  the 
Beaufort  family.  The  issue  of  groats  immediately  following  the  'portcullis'  issue  showed  the 
imperial  crown  and  had  the  normal  reverse  type,  with  the  cinquefoil  as  a  mint  mark.4g  The 
halfgroats  did  not  undergo  a  corresponding  change  in  the  style  of  the  crown  until  a  year  or  so 
later  when  the  escallop  mint  mark  was  in  use.4'  The  latter  issue  of  groats  must  be  nearly  con 
temporary  with  a  new  type  of  penny  which  has  the  same  mintmark,  the  cinquefoil,  or  some 
times  no  mintmark.4-1  The  obverse  of  these  new  coins  depicted  the  King  enthroned,  wearing 
the  imperial  crown  and  holding  an  orb  and  sceptre,  a  design  which  was  clearly  derived  from 
the  sovereign  of  1489.  On  the  reverse  appeared  the  Royal  Arms  divided  into  quarters  by  a 
long  cross.  The  use  of  the  Royal  Arms  on  English  coinage  had  been  established  by  Edward 
III  as  early  as  1344,8  but  they  had  never  been  shown  on  a  silver  coin  until  they  were  used  on 
this  issue  of  pennies.  This  practice  subsequently  became  commoner  and  was  extended  to  the 
larger  silver  coins  later  in  the  reign.  The  'sovereign  type'  pennies  were  a  complete  departure 
from  traditional  designs  for  this  denomination,  and  superseded  Henry  VI Ts  earlier  issues 
which  had  contained  the  medieval  type  referred  to  above.  The  design  had  hardly  altered  since 
Edward  I's  coinage  reform  of  1279. 

The  earliest  'sovereign  type'  pennies  appear  to  have  been  contemporary  with  a  groat  of 
similar  design,  since  both  issues  have  the  cinquefoil  mintmark:e  The  fact  that  the  larger  coin 
only  survives  in  a  single  specimen  indicates  that  it  might  have  been  a  trial  issue  which  for 
reasons  unknown  never  went  into  general  circulation. 

The  issue  of  the  sovereign  in  1489  and  the  groat  and  penny  soon  afterwards  seems  to  have 
arisen  from  a  document  of  28  March  1489  which  ordered  new  dies  to  be  prepared,  having  the 
image  and  likeness  of  a  king  on  the  obverse  and  a  cross  superimposed  upon  the  Royal  Arms 
on  the  reverse.81  Although  the  document  did  not  specify  that  the  king  was  to  be  shown  seated 
on  a  throne,  the  sovereign  which  was  commissioned  in  the  following  October  had  such  a 
design,  so  it  is  not  unreasonable  to  suppose  that  the  instruction  dated  28  March  1489  referred 
to  this  image.  The  reverses  of  the  groat  and  penny  conform  exactly  to  the  description  given  in 
the  document,  although  the  shield  on  the  sovereign  is  shown  on  a  large  Tudor  rose  rather 
than  on  a  cross.  The  enthroned  image  of  the  king,  which  looked  so  imposing  on  the  sovereign, 
lost  its  effect  when  it  was  used  on  the  silver  coins.  When  the  design  was  reduced  in  size  it 
inevitably  lost  much  of  its  detail  and  appeared  cramped  on  the  obverse  of  the  diminutive 
penny. 

The  high  double  arched  crown  appeared  in  several  different  forms  after  it  had  been 
introduced  on  the  sovereign  and  was  restyled  completely  in  about  1500.  It  was  superseded  by 
a  lower  crown  with  a  single  arch,  which  had  a  neater  appearance.4k  The  new  crown  was  at 
first  used  on  the  groats  only28  but  was  subsequently  shown  on  the  other  silver  denominations, 
the  sovereign  having  been  suspended  since  the  early  1490’s. 
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The  last  and  arguably  most  significant  major  development  in  coinage  design  during  Henry 
VII  s  reign  was  the  introduction  of  a  recognisable  profile  portrait  of  the  king  on  the  larger 
silver  coins.  Hitherto  there  had  been  little  attempt  to  present  an  accurate  likeness  of  the  reign¬ 
ing  monarch  on  English  coinage,  since  engravers  had  been  content  with  crude  facing  portraits 
made  up  from  differently  shaped  curves  and  pellets,  without  any  regard  for  age  or  facial 
characteristics.10  The  portrait  on  the  earliest  coins  of  Henry  VI  struck  in  1422  when  he  was 
only  nine  months  old  scarcely  differs  from  that  on  his  last  issue  of  1471.  Credit  for  designing 
new  issues  of  halfgroats,  groats  and  testoons  is  normally  given  to  Alexander  of  Brugsal, 
mentioned  above,  on  the  grounds  that  he  was  appointed  as  graver  in  1494,6b  but  since  it  is 
known  that  he  bought  property  at  Antwerp  in  1504  (the  approximate  date  of  the  earliest  coin 
with  the  profile  portrait)  and  was  made  a  citizen  there  in  1505-6,  it  is  probable  that  his  duties 
at  that  time  were  organised  by  a  deputy.5g  The  new  portrait  was  a  fine  example  of 
Renaissance  art  of  a  type  which  had  been  revived  by  Italian  medallists  in  the  early  fifteenth 
century  and  had  subsequently  spread  to  other  continental  coinages.  It  was  done  in  a  delicate, 
sensitive  and  yet  entirely  positive  and  realistic  manner  and  was  immeasurably  better  than 
earlier  English  coin  portraits,  which  had  shown  a  representation  of  kingship  rather  than  of  an 
actual  king.  The  reverses  of  the  new  coins  displayed  the  Royal  Arms  superimposed  upon  a 
long  cross,  surrounded  by  the  legend  Posui  Deum  Adiutorem  Meum.  This  inscription  had  first 
been  used  on  the  coinage  of  Edward  III  in  1351.  The  Royal  coat-of-arms  had  been  appearing 
regularly  on  the  pennies  since  about  1490  (see  above)  ar.d  from  this  point  onwards  became  a 
virtually  obligatory  feature  of  the  English  coinage  for  the  next  three  hundred  years.8 

The  date  of  introduction  of  the  ‘profile  issue’  is  difficult  to  determine.  It  is  probable  that  it 
made  its  appearance  gradually,  since  the  mintmarks  greyhound  and  crosslet  were  used  on 
both  the  facing  portrait  groats  and  the  profile  issues,  which  shows  there  was  a  degree  of 
overlap  between  the  two  types.4'  However,  this  argument  would  be  invalid  if  the  greyhound 
and  crosslet  marks  were  in  use  concurrently.  The  testoons,  a  new  denomination  weighing 
144  gr.4g  and  valued  at  twelve  pence  or  one  shilling,  may  only  have  been  a  trial  issue,  but  the 
use  of  a  number  of  different  dies  would  oppose  this  suggestion.211,60  The  attribution  of  the  first 
profile  issues  to  1504  was  long  favoured  by  numismatists  and  is  founded  upon  the  mis¬ 
interpretation  of  the  wording  of  an  Act  (19  Henry  VII  chap.  V),  relating  to  the  clipping  of  the 
coinage.  This  states  that  ‘in  order  to  avoid  such  clipping  in  time  to  come,  the  king  caused  to 
be  made  new  coins  of  groats  and  two  pence  and  that  every  piece  should  have  a  circle  about 
the  outer  part  thereof,  and  also  that  all  manner  of  gold,  hereafter  to  be  coined  in  this  realm 
should  have  the  whole  scripture  about  every  piece  of  the  said  gold  without  lacking  any  part 
thereof,  to  the  intent  that  the  king’s  subjects  might  have  perfect  knowledge  by  that  circle  or 
scripture  when  the  coins  were  clipped  or  impaired’.1 1  The  ‘new  coins'  have  traditionally  been 
associated  with  the  profile  issue.  However,  despite  the  assertion  by  Oman,26  there  is  no 
description  of  the  new  coinage  in  this  Act  or  in  a  proclamation  following  it,  dated  5  July 
1 5041  ^  and  the  mintmarks  indicate  that  some  of  the  facing  portrait  and  profile  coins  were 
contemporary  so  that  there  was  apparently  no  clear-cut  change  such  as  one  would  expect 
from  an  Act  such  as  this.  The  new  coins  were  to  have  ‘a  circle  about  the  outer  part'  or  ‘the 
whole  scripture’  and  are  puzzling  because  both  the  facing  portrait  coins  and  the  profile  type 
have  both  inscriptions  and  a  border  around  their  design,  which  is  most  apparent  in  mis-struck 
specimens.  It  can  only  be  assumed  that  the  general  public  was  expected  to  recognise  such 
coins  by  their  unworn  condition.  However,  Fabyan,  Polydore  Vergil,  Hollingshead  and  Stow 
attribute  ‘coins  with  half  faces’  to  1504  and  numismatic  evidence  does  not  conflict  with  this 
strongly.56  It  is  probable  that  1504  was  the  date  when  the  profile  coins  first  appeared 
although  they  do  not  seem  to  have  replaced  totally  the  earlier  issues  until  some  time 
afterwards. 

It  may  be  gathered  from  this  discussion  that  Henry  VII  was  responsible  for  many  of  the 
innovations  which  were  to  shape  the  structure  of  English  coinage  until  the  system  of 
denominations  was  extensively  revised  by  Edward  VI  in  1551.  Nevertheless,  Henry  VII’s 
influence  on  the  designs  of  the  angel  and  larger  silver  denominations  prevailed  until  the 
seventeenth  century  and  the  denominations  of  sovereign  and  testoon  (later  called  the  shilling) 
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survived  until  the  present  century.  Henry  V I l's  most  permanent  contribution  to  coinage 
design  lay  in  the  introduction  of  a  realistic  royal  portrait  design  on  the  coinage  and  the 
establishment  of  the  Royal  Arms  as  an  almost  standardised  reverse  type.  This  was  to  become 
a  regular  feature  of  English  silver  coinage  until  the  reign  of  George  III,  after  which  it  became 
less  popular  although  it  remained  on  the  half-crown  until  1967.8  The  only  denomination 
whose  design  Henry  VII  left  almost  unchanged  was  the  half-penny,  the  antiquated  design  of 
which  remained  in  use  until  1 5 4 4 ,4 1  Henry  VII  may  have  struck  farthings  but  this  has  been 
doubted  by  some  authorities.4'11  The  half-penny  and  farthing  were  struck  ‘with  one  coin'  (the 
same  die?)  and  the  weight  of  these  small  coins  varied  so  that  it  was  not  always  possible  to 
distinguish  between  the  two  denominations.  It  is,  however,  clear  that  the  farthings,  if  they 
were  issued  during  this  reign  were  altered  in  their  type  in  1523.4n

This  medal  was  produced  in  Germany  in  the  latter  part  of  the  seventeenth  century.  It  is  signed 
i.B.',  and  is  probably  the  work  of  Johann  Buchheim  who  was  active  in  Breslau  from  c.  1654 
until  his  death  in  1683;  he  is  cited  as  the  author  of  numerous  religious  medals.  The  piece  is 
closely  related  to  a  medal  produced  by  Sebastian  Dadler.  The  obverse  depicts  a  bust  of  Christ 
with  a  crown  of  thorns  and  robe  surrounded  by  a  wreath  of  clouds  and  cherubs.  The  reverse, 
in  the  style  of  many  Renaissance  paintings  of  the  Resurrection,  shows  Christ  arising  from  the 
tomb  holding  a  chalice  in  one  hand  and  a  reed  in  the  other;  an  empty  cross  is  in  the  back¬ 
ground.  See  U333. 


THE  TRIAL  OF  THE  PYX 

The  Trial  of  the  Pyx  was  held  in  the  magnificent  hall  of  the  Goldsmiths'  Company  on 
Tuesday,  24th  February.  It  is  an  ancient  ceremony  for  testing  the  exact  metal  content  of  the 
coinage.  The  first  recorded  trial  along  modern  lines  was  held  in  the  reign  of  Edward  I  in  1281; 
it  has  never  been  discontinued  since  that  date.  The  word  pyx  means,  literally  ‘box'  and  it  was 
into  the  pyx  box  that  samples  from  each  batch,  or  ‘journey',  of  coins  was  placed  for  subse¬ 
quent  testing.  The  quality  of  the  metal  can  only  be  checked  against  trial  plates,  and  the  first 
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ones  were  made  in  the  thirteenth  century.  A  silver  plate  of  1279  is  still  in  existence  and  the 
earliest  gold  plate  to  survive  is  from  1477  in  the  reign  of  Edward  IV.  The  Exchequer  kept  the 
trial  plates  in  the  Pyx  Chamber  in  Westminster  Abbey  (which  now  holds  part  of  the  Abbey 
exhibition)  and  in  1843  they  were  removed  into  the  care  of  the  Royal  Mint.  In  view  of  the 
state  of  the  coinage  in  previous  centuries,  it  is  small  wonder  that  the  reigning  monarch  at 
times  held  the  trial  quarterly.  James  I  and  Charles  II  were  particularly  noted  for  their  keen 
attendance.  The  trial  is  now  held  annually  and  since  the  reign  of  Elizabeth  I  the  jury  has  been 
entirely  provided  trom  the  Goldsmiths'  Company  and  sworn  in  by  the  Queen's  Remem¬ 
brancer.  (The  latter  is  an  officer  of  the  Court  of  Exchequer  whose  business  is  to  record  certain 
papers,  proceedings,  etc.  Formerly  there  were  three  such  officers  but  the  duties  of  the  other 
two,  the  Lord  Treasurer's  Remembrancer  and  the  Remembrancer  of  First-fruits,  were  merged 
with  the  main  office  under  William  IV.) 

This  year  the  Trial  was  of  particular  interest  since  it  was  the  first  time  since  1937  that  the 
gold  £5  and  £2  pieces  had  been  struck  in  any  quantity.  Some  one  hundred  members  of  the 
public  were  allowed  to  be  present  in  the  great  hall  with  its  painted  ceiling  and  splendid 
chandeliers.  Three  members  of  Seaby  Staff  were  privileged  to  be  present  at  the  opening 
proceedings  of  the  Trial.  At  11a.m. the  Queen’s  Remembrancer,  Master  John  Ritchie, 
M.B.E.,  entered  in  procession,  dressed  in  legal  gown  and  black  knee  breeches,  a  long  legal  wig 
on  his  head  topped  by  a  small  black  tricorn  hat.  Everyone  rises  at  his  entry  and  he  then 
invites  them  to  be  seated.  Amongst  his  party  were  the  Chief  Clerks  to  himself  and  to  the 
Central  Office  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

Present  from  the  New  Zealand  High  Commissioner’s  Office  was  H.E.  the  High  Com¬ 
missioner  attended  by  various  advisors.  The  Royal  Mint  was  represented  by  the  Deputy 
Master  (the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  is  Master),  and  administrative  officers;  the  Deputy 
Director  of  the  National  Weights  and  Measures  Laboratory  was  also  present  and  the  Clerk 
and  Members  of  the  Goldsmiths'  Company.  Many  of  the  gathering  were  suitably  robed,  as 
befits  a  City  Company  function. 

After  the  Treasury  Warrant  appointing  the  Trial  had  been  read,  the  names  of  the  31 
members  of  the  Jury  were  read  aloud  to  ensure  that  all  were  present  and  answered  to  their 
names.  They  took  two  oaths,  standing  holding  the  Testament  in  their  right  hands;  one  was  the 
oath  for  the  United  Kingdom  coinage  and  the  second,  the  oath  for  the  New  Zealand  coinage, 
after  which  a  foreman  was  chosen.  The  Queen's  Remembrancer  asked  Dr.  Gerhard,  Deputy 
Master  of  the  Royal  Mint,  if  the  proper  coins  have  been  put  to  the  side  in  accordance  with  the 
Trial  of  the  Pyx  Order  1975;  this  he  confirmed.  Next  the  trial  plates  and  standard  coin 
weights  were  produced  and  handed  to  the  foreman  of  the  Jury. 

The  Queen’s  Remembrancer  drew  attention  to  the  history  of  the  Trial  and  noted  that  it  was 
the  first  time  that  a  Scot  had  presided  as  the  Queen's  Remembrancer,  a  point  of  note  in  view 
of  James  I’s  (James  VI  of  Scotland)  particular  interest  in  the  quality  of  coin  of  his  new 
kingdom.  Because  of  the  necessary  tests  to  be  made  the  Trial  was  then  formally  adjourned, 
‘de  die  in  diem’,  until  1  May  1981.  The  Jury’s  duties  were  then  to  count  the  coins,  being 
divided  into  those  who  counted  by  machine  (who  withdrew  to  the  Drawing  Room),  and  those 
who  remained  at  the  U-shaped  table  to  count  by  hand.  From  the  chests  stacked  in  the  centre, 
packets  of  coins  under  the  Royal  Mint  seal  were  handed  round  for  them  to  cut  open,  count, 
and  check  the  contents  against  their  lists.  At  this  point  the  members  of  the  public  were 
allowed  to  gather  behind  members  of  the  Jury  to  watch.  It  is  rather  unreal  to  watch  a  packet 
snipped  open  and  a  cascade  of  proof  gold  sovereigns  pour  out.  They  were  then  counted  off 
into  the  bowls  of  wood  and  copper  placed  beside  each  Juror.  The  robed  Clerk  and  Assistant 
Clerk  of  the  Goldsmiths’  Company  counted  the  larger  denominations  -  we  saw  a  heap, 
literally,  of  £5  pieces  in  the  wooden  bowl. 

An  official  hastened  to  add  privately  to  one  of  us,  when  concern  was  expressed  over  such 
treatment  of  proof  coins,  that  when  the  coins  had  been  assayed,  marked  specimens  would  be 
melted. 
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The  ceremony  of  the  Trial  of  the  Pyx  this  year,  with  so  much  gold  being  physically  handled 
and  counted,  catching  the  light  from  the  chandeliers,  brought  home  the  fact  of  how  sad  it  is 
that  our  once  noble  coinage  has  come  to  such  a  pass  as  cupro  nickel  and  that  in  place  of  the 
nominal  £1,  sovereign  in  gold  on  the  table  before  us,  we  are  soon  to  find  a  £1  coin  of  a 
different  character  in  our  pockets  and  purses.  P.A.C.

This  is  the  first  book  in  a  western  language  to  outline  and  illustrate  in  full  the  monetary 
history  of  Burma.  For  the  collector  the  listing  of  the  coins,  ingots,  money  weights  and  paper 
money  will  be  essential;  for  the  student  of  Burma's  economic  history  this  minutely  researched 
survey  should  be  a  required  text  book.  It  is  difficult  to  envisage  the  replacement  of  this  book 
as  the  standard  work  on  the  subject  for  many  years  to  come.  A  remarkable  achievement  for 
what  is  not  only  virtually  the  first  book  on  the  subject,  but  also  the  authors'  first  published 
work  of  length. 

In  sixteen  chapters  Robinson  and  Shaw  cover  the  history  of  coined  and  uncoined  money  in 
Burma  from  its  origins  in  the  first  millennium  AD  to  the  present  day.  They  preface  this 
survey  with  some  maps  and  explanatory  chapters  on  scripts,  dates  and  weights  systems  used 
in  Burma.  The  first  chapter  of  their  survey  discusses  and  lists  the  coins  of  the  Arakanese,  Pyu 
and  Mon  peoples  who  occupied  what  is  now  Burma  before  the  arrival  of  the  Burmese  people. 
They  review  current  theories  on  the  types  of  these  coins  and  their  dating  and  attribution,  and 
also  add  their  own  opinions  on  these  theories.  They  then  outline  the  monetary  system  of  the 
Burmese  people  from  their  arrival  in  Burma  in  the  10th  century  AD  until  the  19th  century. 
Uncoined  silver  and  base  metal  ingots  were  used  as  money  by  weight.  The  authors  illustrate 
examples  of  the  ingots  together  with  the  bronze  weights  used  to  weigh  them.  They  also  depict 
the  large  coin-shaped  tin  or  lead  pieces  found  in  Southern  Burma  and  discuss  their  attribu¬ 
tion. 

The  next  section  of  the  book  is  a  type  catalogue  with  historical  analysis  of  the  coins  of  the 
kingdom  of  Arakan  on  Burma’s  Bay  of  Bengal  seaboard.  This  kingdom  was  independent 
from  Burma  until  the  18th  century.  The  series  closes  with  the  conquest  of  Arakan  by  the 
Burmese  king  Bodawpaya  and  his  issue  of  coins  in  his  own  name  with  Arakanese  types. 
Bodawpaya  was  the  first  Burmese  king  in  1796  to  introduce  the  idea  of  coins  to  the  Burmese 
people.  Robinson  and  Shaw,  using  previously  unpublished  contemporary  records,  relate  the 
fascinating  account  of  this  attempt  and  its  failure.  They  also  list  in  detail  the  coins  struck 
during  the  attempt.  With  the  assistance  of  the  Heaton  mint  in  Birmingham  King  Mindon  was 
able  in  1865  to  establish  his  famed  Peacock  coins  in  circulation  in  Burma.  The  authors  give  a 
detailed  account  of  this  and  the  succeeding  coinages,  discussing  die  variations,  patterns, 
proofs,  mintage  figures  etc.  Mindon’s  success  was  short  lived  because  in  1886  Burma  was 
absorbed  into  the  British  Empire  and  its  mint  and  coinage  system  were  demolished.  The 
authors  chronicle  the  gradual  encroachment  of  the  British  into  Burmese  territory  starting  in 
1824  and  the  introduction  and  use  of  British  Indian  currency  into  the  area.  Their  survey  then 
moves  to  the  turbulent  events  of  the  decade  1937-47  during  which  coinage  was  virtually 
abolished  and  four  different  paper  currencies  were  printed  for  use  in  Burma.  Using  eyewitness 
accounts  the  authors  have  recreated  the  events  of  this  dramatic  episode  during  which  Burma 
was  invaded  by  the  Japanese. 

The  final  section  of  their  historical  survey  covers  the  period  from  Burma's  independence 
from  British  rule  in  1947  to  the  present  day.  They  illustrate  the  various  coins  and  banknotes 
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issued  since  independence  and  discuss  when  these  objects  were  made  and  the  number 
produced.  Their  survey  is  followed  by  three  appendices  listing  unidentified  coins,  discussing 
present  values  of  the  catalogued  objects  and  giving  a  detailed  bibliography. 

Shaw  and  Robinson  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  excellence  of  this  book.  It  is  not  only 
crammed  full  of  pictures  and  facts  but  is  also  attractively  and  conveniently  presented.  They 
have  obviously  worked  hard  to  gather  together  the  coins  necessary  to  illustrate  this  story  and 
equally  diligently  to  provide  the  documentary  evidence  to  make  the  story  credible.  The 
chapters  on  Arakan,  Bodawpaya  and  Mindon  are  particularly  praiseworthy.  It  is  clear  from 
the  results  that  the  authors  had  the  clear  understanding  of  the  coins  they  needed  to  lead  them 
to  the  documentary  evidence  necessary  for  the  full  story  to  be  told. 

The  only  criticism  this  reviewer  would  like  to  make  of  their  work  is  their  apparent  readiness 
to  accept  some  of  the  unsubstantiated  opinions  on  the  dating  of  the  Arakanese,  Pyu  and  Mon 
coins  which  have  appeared  in  print  recently.  Along  with  several  other  writers  on  the  subject 
they  have  proposed  dates  as  early  3rd  century  AD  for  the  first  appearance  of  these  coins, 
whereas  there  is  no  concrete  evidence  for  their  existence  before  the  8th  century.  This  series  is 
in  need  of  more  critical  scientific  examination.  Shaw  and  Robinson’s  listing  of  the  coins  and 
their  rejection  of  the  repeatedly  proposed  Funanese  attribution  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction.

It  is  a  delight  to  welcome  this  latest  of  the  B.M.  Occasional  Papers.  For  far  too  long  details 
of  acquisitions  to  the  Museum  have  not  been  readily  available.  The  old  British  Museum 
Quarterly  (before  its  demise  in  1975)  used  to  carry  lists  of  departmental  acquisitions  and  then 
the  first  two  volumes  of  the  British  Museum  Yearbook  (197 6-7)  carried  noted  acquisitions  up 
until  1975.  This  manner  of  publication  of  acquisitions  for  all  the  Museum  departments  was 
next  to  useless.  People  with  an  interest  in  particular  departmental  acquisitions  were  not  going 
to  buy  an  expensive  volume  just  for  that  or,  previously,  subscribe  to  the  BMQ  (as  its  meagre 
subscription  list  proved).  Now  we  at  long  last  have  the  proper  way  of  doing  it  and  a  means, 
albeit  a  rather  poor  relation  in  printing  by  comparison  with  its  predecessors.  Despite  this,  it  is 
a  far  better  thing.  The  manner  of  production  is  a  cheap  one  to  keep  costs  down,  typewritten 
script  produced  by  offset,  and  the  plates  obviously  leave  much  to  be  desired.  Their  overall 
failing  is  that  they  are  too  light,  but  better  this  than  black  blobs  on  the  page  at  the  other 
extreme.  Detail  can  be  seen  quite  well  generally;  strangely,  the  modern  medals  seem  to  have 
fared  best  of  all*  and  reproduced  quite  well. 

The  lists  of  acquisitions  are  divided  into  two  parts:  coins  and  tokens  first,  followed  by 
medals.  The  first  part  comprises  seven  sections  each  written  by  the  departmental  expert  in 
charge  of  that  part  of  the  collection.  It  takes  up  75  pages  of  the  whole  and  the  medals  67 
pages.  Each  coin,  medal  (or  group  in  some  instances)  has  full  numismatic  details  provided 
including  diameter  and  weight  as  well  as  any  special  or  particular  references  to  the  literature 
that  may  be  pertinent.  The  means  or  source  of  acquisition  and  accession  number  complete 
the  entry.  In  noting  the  sources  of  acquisition  running  through  the  volume  one  cannot  help 
being  made  aware  of  the  devotion  and  interest  in  their  work  exhibited  by  both  present  and 
past  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Coin  Room  who  feature  large  in  making  a  great  many  dona¬ 
tions.  One  hopes  that  the  Trustees  will  also  note  this  devotion. 

The  listing  is  not  a  bald  numerical  sequence  of  data,  there  is  much  more  here  -  a  veritable 
‘Treasure  Trove’  for  the  numismatist.  Running  on  from  many  of  the  entries  are  very 
percipient  notes  on  the  pieces  and  every  so  often  there  occur  short  essays  that  are  obviously 
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going  to  be  invaluable  sources  until  more  detailed  papers  appear  in  the  learned  journals.  The 
material  listed  includes  many  great  treasures,  both  individual  pieces  and  literally  so  -  there 
are  numerous  unique  specimens,  groups  from  Treasure  Trove  inquests  and  donations  of  long 
runs  of  medals  such  as  the  ‘Medals  of  Napoleon  Bonaparte'  series,  a  complete  set  as  listed  by 
Captain  Lasky  in  1818  (presented  by  Miss  P.  Waterfield),  and  other,  more  modern  groups 
such  as  the  Food  and  Agriculture  Organisation  aluminium  series,  27  of  them  presented  by  the 
late  Dame  Kathleen  Kenyon,  who  herself  appeared  on  no.  11. 

For  any  numismatist  in  any  series  who  wishes  to  keep  abreast  of  the  national  collection's 
acquisitions  this  is  a  must.  There  are  occasional  mis-spellings  and  incorrect  plate  references 
(symptomatic  of  an  ‘occasional'  paper?)  but  they  are  minor  compared  to  the  delight  in  having 
it  available.  Let  us  hope  that  now  the  first  list  out  brings  us  up  to  1977  that  others  will 
speedily  follow.

40p  postage). 

The  BANS  has  done  a  great  service  to  Roman  numismatics  in  reproducing  Dr  Kent's 
seminal  paper  on  the  early  fourth  century  AD  coinage.  This  is  the  format  that  one  requires  to 
have  such  major  contributions.  Whilst  many  of  us  may  well  have  the  relevant  bound  volume 
of  the  NC  on  the  shelf,  or  know  about  the  paper,  invariably  one  is  too  lazy  to  chase  after  it. 
To  have  it  in  a  handy  format  like  this  means  that  it  will  get  well  used.  It  will  probably  come  as 
totally  new  to  many  of  the  younger  numismatists  or  those  who  have  only  recently  come  into 
the  field  of  study  of  Roman  numismatics.  No  better  concise  statement  of  the  necessity  for 
every  Romanist  to  have  a  copy  of  this  to  hand  can  be  given  than  Dr  Kent's  expressed  aim 
‘briefly  to  indicate  in  periods  based  on  the  currency  in  Constantine's  dominions  of  successive 
principal  types,  the  evidence  for  the  numismatic  chronology  of  the  reign,  and  the  recognition 
accorded  by  each  ruler  to  his  colleagues’.

The  BANS  have  recently  re-issued  this  Memorial  Paper  No.  2  and  it  is  most  welcome. 
Their  original  reprint  has  been  out  of  print  for  some  time  and  it  is  good  that  this  highly 
important  paper  is  available  again.  It  is  the  only  thing  in  English  that  charts  a  passage 
through  the  complexities  of  these  well  known  restrike  pieces  of  Marie  Theresia  -  an  absolute 
must.

Henry  VIII  coin  fetches  £13,000.  The  Times,  19  February.

The  only  known  surviving  example  of  one  of  the  new  coins  introduced  by  Henry  VIII  in  1526 
was  sold  at  Sotheby's  yesterday  for  £13,000  to  Baldwin.  It  is  a  George  Noble,  of  which  two 
varieties  were  minted;  a  Flemish  merchant's  handbook  of  1551  reproduces  both  for  the  infor¬ 
mation  of  fellow  traders.  No  example  of  the  type  was  known  to  numismatists  until  this  coin 
appeared  at  Sotheby's.  It  had  been  suggested  that  such  a  coin  existed  in  an  article  published 
in  1963  by  Dr  J.  P.  C.  Kent,  “A  Lost  Variety  of  the  George  Noble”.  Now  its  existence  is  con¬ 
firmed.  Sotheby's  catalogue  states  that  the  present  owner  has  had  it  in  his  possession  for  a 
number  of  years  and  suggests  that  it  was  found  near  Felsted,  Essex,  before  the  last  war. 

The  coin  sale  was  very  popular,  as  had  been  the  case  with  Christie's  sale  the  day  before. 
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with  a  total  of  £206,203  and  3  per  cent  unsold.  It  contained  several  rarities.  A  previously 
unrecorded  hoard  of  the  coinage  of  the  Great  Rebellion  (1642-1649),  apparently  discovered 
in  the  Limerick  area,  realized  £15,940.  The  top  price  was  £2,800  (estimate  £4,000-£5,000) 
for  a  groat  struck  at  the  Inchiquin  mint. 

Another  curiosity  was  an  untrimmed  strip  of  eight  Charles  I  “Richmond”  farthings;  they 
are  clearly  struck  into  the  metal  but  they  have  not  been  cut  round  to  turn  them  into  individual 
coins.  The  price  was  £2,200  (estimate  £l,500-£2,000).  And  there  was  an  unnecessary  pre¬ 
paration  for  emergency,  a  2s  6d  note  printed  in  1941  but  never  issued,  which  sold  for  £1,300 
(estimate  £800-£  1,000). 

Relics  ‘not  Treasure  Trove'.  Daily  Telegraph,  29  January. 

A  Roman  coin  valued  at  £1,500,  which  somehow  escaped  being  melted  down  in  a  fourth- 
century  panic,  and  a  Tudor  gold  ring,  were  accidentally  lost  and  not  hidden,  a  treasure  trove 
inquest  jury  decided  at  Chester  yesterday. 

The  two  items,  uncovered  in  an  archaeological  dig  behind  Chester  Town  Hall,  would  not 
be  declared  treasure  trove,  said  the  West  Cheshire  Coroner,  Mr  Michael  Holloway. 
Ownership  would  now  have  to  be  decided  between  the  finders,  the  Grosvenor  Museum,  and 
the  landowners,  the  city  and  county  councils.  Mr  Holloway  said  the  solidus  gold  coin,  dating 
back  to  AD  353,  was  found  on  July  5,  1979,  and  the  ring  on  June  24,  last  year.  But  he  had 
delayed  holding  the  inquest  at  the  request  of  the  museum's  excavation  team  so  their  investiga¬ 
tions  could  continue  without  danger  of  interference  from  outsiders  “perhaps  with  modern 
devices.”  The  coin  was  uncovered  in  a  Roman  rubbish  tip  by  the  excavation  chargehand,  Mr 
James  Burke,  of  King  Street,  Chester.  The  ring  was  found  by  a  volunteer  worker  from 
Cologne,  West  Germany,  Miss  Jacqueline  Leopold. 

Mr  Simon  Ward,  the  site  director,  said  the  coin,  worth  £1,500,  had  the  head  and  inscrip¬ 
tion  of  Emperor  Magnentius,  a  usurper  who,  after  the  death  of  Constantine,  assassinated  one 
of  his  sons.  Magnentius  was  later  defeated  and  committed  suicide  in  AD  353. 

British  Museum  special  display.  At  the  recent  sale  of  the  Duke  of  Northumberland's  collec¬ 
tion  a  number  of  important  medals  were  acquired  by  the  British  Museum.  They  are  to  be 
exhibited  in  the  Coins  and  Medals  Gallery  on  the  first  floor  in  the  Museum  from  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  April.  Included  in  the  display  is  the  only  known  silver  example  of  Lorenz  Natter's 
medal  for  Princess  Anne  of  Holland,  widow  of  William  IV,  1751,  and  the  extremely  rare  early 
seventeenth  century  medal  of  Anne,  Due  de  Joyeuse,  by  Giovanni  Paolo.

Artists  participating  in  the  competition  must 
be  able  to  make  arrangements  for  their  design  to  be  translated  into  satisfactory  plaster  models 
suitable  for  coinage  production. 

The  specifications  of  the  coins  have  not  yet  been  fully  decided  but  designs  should  be  based 
on  the  Royal  Mint’s  recommended  specifications,  details  of  which  are  available  from  the 
Royal  Mint.
